some of his critics say, very unworthy of himself, and 
of the astonishing genius he afterwards discovered. 

That Mr. Dryden had at this time no fixed prin- 
ciples, either in religion or politics, is abundSiDtljr^ 
evident from his Heroic Stanzas on Oliver CromweU^ 
written after his funeral 1658; and immediately upoB 
the Restoration he published AstFsea Redux, a poem 
on the happy restoration of Charles II. and the saiM 
year his Panegyric to the King on his Coronation. 

In 1662 he addressed a poem to the Lord ChauK 
cellor Hyde, presented on Kew-year's-day, and tl» 
same year published a Satire on the Dutch. His nes^ 
piece was his Annus Mirabiiis; or. The Year of Won- 
ders, 1668, an historical poem> which celebrated tbt J 
Duke of York's victory over the Dutch. In the 
year Mr. Dryden succeeded Sir William Davenant 
Poet Laureate, and was also made Historiographer to '■ 
his Majesty; and that year published bis Essay on ^ 
Dramatic Poetry, addressed to Charles Earl of Donet 
and Middlesex. Mr. Dryden tells his patron, thil 
the writing this Essay served as an amusement to 
him in the country, when he was driven from Town 
by the violence of the plague which then raged in ' 
London ; and he diverted himself with thinking on 
the theatres, as lovers do by ruminating on their ab- 
sent mistresses. He there justifies the method of wri- 
ting plays in verse, but he confesses that he has quitted

Mr. Dryden affected to despise the satire levelled at 
im in the Rehearsal, as appears from his Dedication 
f the translation of Juvenal and Persius, where speak- 
ng of the many lampoons and libels that had been 
rritlen against him, he says, ** I answered not to the 
' Rehearsal, because I knew the author sat to himself

lOt have been found than Lord Rochester and the 
duchess of Portsmouth. As for Rochester, he had 
not genius enough to enter the lists with Dryden, so 
he fell upon another method of revenge, and meanly 
hired bravoes to assault him. 

Id i6So came out a translation of Ovid's Epistles 
in English verse, by several hands, two of which were 
tniiiUted by Mr. Dryden, who also wrote the preface. 
In the year following our Author published Absalom 
and Acliithophel. It was first printed without his name 
and is a severe satire against the contrivers and abet' 
torsof the opposition against King Charles II. In the 
same year that Absalom and Achithophel was published 
the Medal, a Satire, was likewise given to the public. 
This piece is aimed against sedition, and was occasi- 
oned by the striking ot a medal, on account of the in- 
iJictmem against the Earl of Shaftsbujy for high irea- 
ion, being found ignoramus by the grand jury at the 
Old Bailey, November, 1681 ; for which the Whig 
party made great rejoicings, by ringing of bells, bon- 
fires, &'J. in all parts of London. The pcem is intro- 
luced wit.i a \erv satirical epistle to the Whigs, in 
vhich the Author says, *' I have one favour to desii'C! 
' of you a{ par:ing, that when you thins of answer- 
' ing thi;; poem, \ou would employ the same pens

of Charles II. he wrote his Threnodia Augustalis^ a 
poem sacred to the happy memory of tliat prince. 
Soon after the accession of James II. our Author turned 
Roman Catholic, and by this extraordinary step drew 
nponhimselfabundance of ridicule from wits of the 
<^^ite faction ; and in 16X9 he wrote a Defence of 
the Papers written by the late King, of blessed me- 
mory, found in' his strong box. Mr. Dryden, in the 
:d)ove-roentioned piece, take% occasion to vindicate the 
antbority of the Catholic Church, in decreeing mat- 
ters of faith upon this principle, that the church is 
more visible than the Scriptures, because the Scrip- 
tures are seen by thechurch; and to abuse the Refor- 
mation in England, which he affirms was erected on 
thefoundationof lust, sacrilege, and usurpation. Dr. 
Slillingfleet hereupon answered Mr. Drydt-n, and 
treated him with some severity. Another author af- 
firms, that Mr. Dryden's tract is very light, in some 
places ridiculous; and observes, that his lalent l.>y to- 
wards controversy no more in prose than, by \ho 
Hind and Panther, it appeared to do in verse.

Mr. Dryden is supposed to have been engaged in 
translating M. Varilla's History of Heresies, but to 
have dropped that design. This we learn from a pas- 
sage in Burnet's Reflection on the ninth book of the 
first volume of M. Varilla's History, being a reply to 
his answer. 

When the Revolution was completed, Mr. Dryden, 
having turned Papist, became disqualified for holding 
his place, and was accordingly dispossessed of it ; at d 
it was conferred on a man to whom he had a con- 
finned aversion ; in consequence whc^^reof he wrctc a 
satire against him, called Mac Fleckno, which is one 
ofthe severest and best written satires in our Iangu<«ge. 
In the year wherein he was deprived of the Laurel 
he published the life of St. Francis Xavier, translated 
from the French of Father Dominic Bouhours. la 
169) came out a translation of Juvenal and Persius; 
in which the first, third, sixth, tenth, atid sixteenth 
satires of Juvenaly and Persius entire, weie done by 
Mr. Dryden, who prefixed a long and ingenious dis- 
course, by way of dedication, to the Earl of Dorset. 
In this address our author takes occasion a while to 
drop his reflections on Juvenal, and to lay before his 
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Lordship a plan for an epic poem. He obsc 
his genius never much inclined him to the s 
that he wrote for it rather fiom necessity ti 
nation.

Mr. Dryden died the first of May 1701, and 1 
interred in Westminster-Abbey. On the 19th of A| 
he had been very bad with the gout and erisipelaa 
one leg; but he was then somewhat recovered, 1 
designed to go abroad. On the Friday following 
ate a partridge for his supper, and going to tak* 
turn in the IMe garden behind his house in Gen 
street, he was seized with a violent pain under the I 
of the great toe of his right foot. Unable to tta 
he cried out for help, and was carried in by his i 
vjnts, when, upon sending for surgeons, they foi 
a small black spot in the place affected. Hesubn 
ted to their present applications, and, when gi 
called his son Charles to him, using these words: 
** know this black spot is a mortification ; I know 
" that it will seize my head, and that they wi 
" tempt to cut oflT my leg; but I command you 
" son, by your filial duty, that you do not sufif 
*« to be dismembered." As he foretold, ihc evei 
ved, and his son was too dutiful to disobey his f 
commands. 

He married the Lady Elizabeth Howard, d 
of the Earl of Berkshire, who survived him abo 
years, and by whom he had three sons, Charic 
and Henry. Charles became usher of the f 
Pope Clement XJ. and^ returning to Engl 
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Arowned in the Thames near Windsor in 1704. He 
vasthe author of several things, and translated the 
riith satire of Juvenal. John translated the fourteenth 
wire of Juvenal; was the author of a comedy called 
The Husband his own Cuckold, printed in i6g6, and 
died of a fever at Rome. Henry entered into religious 
ocden. 

The day after Mr. Dryden's death, the Dean of 
Westminster sent word to Mr Dryden's widow, that 
be would make a present of the ground, and all other 
Abbey-feeSf for the funeral. The Lord Halifax like- 
wise sent to the Lady Elizabeth, and to Mr. Charlts 
Dryden, offering to defray the expences of our Poet's 
funeral, and afterwards to bestow s-.-tol. on a nioiiu- 
nent in the Abbey, which generous offer was ac cept- 
ed. Accordingly, on Sunddy following, the cont|.>aiiy 
being assembled, the corpse was put into a velvet 
hearse^ attended by eighteen mourning coaches. W hen 
they were just leady to move. Lord Jeffreys, sun of 
Lord Chancellor Jeffreys, a name dedicated 10 in- 
bmy, with some of his rakish companions, riding by, 
asked whose funeral it wasi* and being told it was 
Mr. Dryden's, he pro ested he should not be buried 
in that private manner; that he would himself, with 
the Lady Elizabeth's leave, have the honour of the 
intennent, and would bestow a thousu::d pounds on 
a monument in the Abbey for hi.n. This put a stop 
to iheir procession; and the Lord Jelfreys, with oe-

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veral of the gentlemen, who had alighted from t 
coaches, went up stairs to the lady, who wa$ sic] 
bed. His Lordship repeated the purport of wha 
had said below; but the lady Elizabeth refusing 
consent, he fell on his knees, vowing never to rise 
his request was granted. The lady, under a sod 
surprise, fainted away, and Lord Jeffreys, preten 
to have obtained her consent, ordered the body i 
carried to Mr. Russel's, an undertaker in Cheapo 
and to l>e left there till further orders. In the nM 
time the Abbey was lighted up, the ground opei 
the choir attending, and the Bishop waiting s< 
hours to no purpose for the corpse. The next day 
Charles Dryden waited on my Lord Halifoz and 
Bishop, and endeavoured to excuse his mother by 
lating the truth. Three days after, the underta 
having received no orders, waited on the Lord 
freys, who pretended it was a drunken frolick^ ' 
tie remembered nothing of the matter, and he mi 
do what he pleased with the body. Upon this the 
dertaker waited on the Lady Elizabeth, who des 
a day '8 respite, which was granted. Mr. Charles I 
den immediately wrote to the Lord Jeffreys, who 
turned for answer, that he knew nothing of the n 
ter, and would be troubled no more about it, 
Dryden hereupon applied again to the Lord Hal 
and the Bishop of Rochester, who absolutely refi 
to do any thing in the affair. 
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In this distress Dr. Garth, who had been Mr. Dry- 
den's intimate friend, sent for the corpse to the Col- 
l^of physicians, and proposed a subscription; which 
•Micceeding, about three weeks after Mr. Dryden's de> 
cease Dr. Garth pronounced a fine Latin oration over 
the body, which was conveyed from the College, at- 
tended by a numerous train of coaches to Westmin- 
ster-Abbey, but in very great disorder. At last the 
corpse arrived at the Abbey, which was all unlighted. 
Nooiigan played, no Anthem sung; only two of the 
singing boys preceded the corpse, who sung an ode of 
Horace, with each a small candle in their hand. When 
the funeral was over, Mr. Charles Dryden sent a chal- 
lenge to Lord Jeffreys, who refusing tu answer it, he 
sent several others, and went often himself; but could 
neither get a letter delivered, nor admittance to speak 
to biro; which so incensed him, that finding his Loid- 
ship refused to answer him like a gentleman, he re- 
solved to watch an opportunity, and brave hiui to 
fight, though with all the rules of honour; which his 
Lordship hearing, quitted the Town, and Mr. Charles 
never had an opportunity to meet him, though he 
songht it to his death with the utmost applicati;n.
